No WAY TO PEACE 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger has 
added an oak leaf cluster to his Noble Peace 
Prize but it will be a strong peace indeed that 
holds up under the tremendous concentration 
of weaponry that exists in the Middle East. 
The Arab nations, and presumably Israel 
as well, are better armed and better equipped 
than they were before the October war, 
despite /he fantastic expenditure of military 
wherewithal in that conflict. This is because, 
as some observers have pointed out, much of 
the equipment lost in the war was obsolescent 
or second line and the replacement material 
is spanking new and of the latest type. 
In the massive air and sealift carried out by 
Russia in the course of the war, Egypt 
received 600 late-model tanks, 100 MIG-21 jet 
fighters, and 30 SAM-3 and SAM-6 missile 
batteries, among other military goodies, 
Syria received 800 tanks (making her 
stronger in that category than France), 100 
jets, 15 SAM missile batteries and other 
weapons. 
There is also a tremendous secondary arms 
market within the Arab world, thanks to the 
unlimited funds commanded by the oil-rich 
members. According to the London Times, 
Libya has given nearly $100 million worth of 
arms, training and cash to various Pales­ 
tinian terrorist groups. 
Saudi Arabia, which has subsidized Egypt’s 
wars with Israel to the tune of a billion or so, 
has concluded a deal with France: 5.6 billion 
barrels of crude for Mirage jet fighters, 
tanks, missile launchers, mine-sweepers, you 
name it. 
A rabia Felix, the Romans called the 
peninsula. Happy Arabia. 
No slugabed in this business, the United 
States will deliver a consignment of F5E 
Freedom Fighters to Saudi Arabia this 
spring, making things even happier. 
Iran, a non-Arab state and long-time 
recipient of U.S. military aid, will receive 30 
F-14 Tomcat fighters beginning in 1976. Why 
Iran needs one of the most advanced planes in 
the world at a cost of $14 million per copy is a 
good question. Perhaps the Persians still 
remember the devastation wrought against 
them by the hordes of Genghis Khan. 
Iran will also buy some Leopard tanks from 
West Germany. Happy Iran. 
This is only the sketchiest outline of the 
arms situation in the Middle East — a 
situation created by and fostered by the 
United States, the democracies of Europe and 
the Soviet Union to their m utual and 
collective shame.

Farmers will be borrowing a 
record amount of money this 
year, but they’ll have little trou­ 
ble getting the needed credit 
through agencies including ru­ 
ral banks and the cooperative 
farm credit system, Agriculture 
Department 
finance 
experts 
predict. 
A report prepared by depart­ 
ment economists added that the 
quity held by farmers and farm, 
landlords in their rural proper­ 
ties probably will rise another 
.$49 billion, or 13 per cent, this 
year despite the fact that net 
farm income is expected to de­ 
cline slightly from the record 
1973 level. 
“ Most farm operators are ex­ 
pected to close out 1974 in very 
favorable financial condition as 
a result of continued high net 
farm income, and relative ease 
in obtaining loan funds,” the re­ 
port said. 


Economists estimated total 
farm debt by the end of 1974 
would be up to $94 billion, an in­ 
crease of about $11.8 billion over 
the amount owed at the begin­ 
ning of the year. The increase 
is the biggest on record, but ex­ 
perts said fanners “will readily 
be able to obtain these funds.” 
The report said some of the 
new loans will come from rural 
banks which had a sharp up­ 
swing in deposits last year. Oth­ 
er credit expansion will come 
from units of the farmer-owned 
cooperative farm credit system, 
including production-credit asso­ 
ciations and federal land banks, 
which will draw increasing 
amounts of capital from central 
money markets. 
As farmers continue to add 
new equipment and the value of 
existing land, buildings and m a­ 
chinery increases, the report 
said the total value of farm as­ 
sets would rise from $469 billion 
last Jan. 1 to an estimated $521 
billion at the end of the year.

Then 
Mrs. Chambers suggests that 
you buy ball, half ball, or dome­ 
shaped buttons.

Organic Foods 
Natural Foods 
Which Will It Be 
WEST LAFAYETTE. Ind. — 
Stop! Don’t buy another box of 
“natural’ cereal or shop at the 
“natural” cereal or shop at the 
health 
food 
store 
without 
weighing the facts. You may be 
pouring your money down the 
drain and that’s something to 
consider in these times of rising 
food prices. 
Janet Greger, Extension foods 
and 
nutrition 
specialist 
at 
Purdue University, says that 
many so called “organic” or 
“ natural” foods are grown or 
processed by chemical means. 
And, 
Dr. 
Greger 
adds,, 
“organic” foods are not more 
nutritious than regular foods. 
However, “organic” foods are 
m o r e 
expensive-sometimes 
even twice 
as ex pensive-.as 
foods sold in the grocery store. 
‘ ‘ C o n s u m e r s who buy 
‘organic’ foods should know 
what they’re paying for,” Dr. 
Greger says. “Most people think 
they are buying foods w'hich 
have been grown without the 
use of any agricultural chemical 
and processed without the use. 
of food 
chemicals or ad­ 
ditives.” 
But the fact is. Dr. Greger 
continues, that few foods ac­ 
tually fit this definition. In. 
addition, there is no government 
agency set up to see that so 
called “organic” or “natural” 
foods 
were 
actually 
grown 
without chemicals. 
“ In fact, one recent survey 
found 
that 
‘organic’ 
foods 
contained as much 
pesticide 
residue as other food.” Dr. 
Greger notes, adding that the 
pesticide content of all the food 
tested was within safe limits. 
Dr. Greger also dispels the 
notion that “organic” foods are 
n u t, r i t i o n a l l y 
superior. 
‘ ‘ C h e m i c a l analysis a n d 
physiological tests prove that 
foods 
grown 
by 
standard 
agricultural conditions and by 
‘organic’ methods are equally 
nutritious,” she says... 
For this reason, the specialist 
emphasizes that there is no 
nutritional, ad/vantage in eating 
“organic” or “natural foods. 
And because there is no 
nutritional a d v a n t a g e , Dr. 
Greger adds, there is no real 
advantage in spending extra 
money 
for 
“organic” 
or 
“natural” foods. 
"National surveys estimate 
that such foods are nearly twice 
as expensive as conventionally 
grown products available at the 
grocery store.” the foods and 
nutrition specialist says. 
Some comparative shopping 
that Dr. Greger recently did 
proved that huge markups do 
exist. For example, she found 
equal quantities of grape juice 
marked 37 cents at the grocery 
store and 99 cents at the health 
food ¿tore. And corn flakes that 
were 23 cents at the grocery 
were 39 cents at the health food 
store.

You’ve probably 
fixed it 1,001 ways — and then 
added a few variations of your 
own. In fact, you may be a 
little better acquainted with 
hamburger than you really care 
to be! 
But hamburger is a mighty 
good thing to be acquainted 
with — especially when meat 
prices are higher than you want 
to pay. In fact, merely being 
acquainted with this versatile 
meat may not be enough. To 
get your money’s worth from 
hamburger, you need to know 
the facts, say Mareile Allen, 
Extension foods and nutrition 
specialist at Purdue University. 
“ For example,” Miss Allen 
says, “you should know what 
you’re 
really buying. 
Ham­ 
burger and ground beef are 
often confused.” 
The specialist explains that 
the USDA defines hamburger as 
ground beef to which seasonings

Pessimism, disaster and bad 
news make headlines, while we 
accept good news 
without 
comment. 
It is refreshinig when someone 
points out the many things that 
are right with our country. It 
took a Canadian broadcaster, 
Gordon Sinclair, saying things 
we all know about America, to 
attract attention. His editorial 
comments have been widely 
circulated, reprinted in U. S. 
News and World Reports, the 
Readers Digest, most local 
newspapers, and a recording is 
headed for the best seller list. 
In the days of Watergate, 
inflation, drug abuse, food and 
fuel shortages, age of crisis, a 
Hoosier businessman focused 
upon some things that axe 
“right” with the country. John 
Burnside Smith, president and 
chief executive officer of the 
Indiana based Aero Mayflower 
Transit Company, spoke to the 
annual meeting of a»gents in 
California. 
Smith admitted it is easy to 
be gloomy these days, and said 
“I’m not so naive as to try 
t o 
convince 
you 
that 
everything’s okay. But if you 
want to look on the plus side 
it’s there. While it is important 
that we face up to each of our 
problems, we must not let the 
cry of cynicism, break the heart 
of our great American economy 
We’re sitting admist a $1 trillion 
personal income economy with 
85 million people at work. That 
doesn't sound like a very sick 
economy to me.” 
He pointed out that last 
November, manufacturers had 
back orders of $109 billion while 
shipping $42 billion in mer­ 
chandise during the month and 
taking orders for an additional 
$44 billion. 
“Our unemployment rate is 
growing and there are 4.5 
million people looking for jobs,” 
he observed “But, how many 
of those 4.5 million are not 
employable, and how many are 
seasonal workers?” he asked. 
Smith said: “I know it’s no 
joke to be unemployed when 
you’re willing to wmrk. The fact 
is, however, that there were 
85,588.000 Americans employed 
at the end of 1973. And that 
is 3,700,000 more people at work 
than there were at the end of 
1970 ” 
Americans are willing to go 
to court to defend their rights, 
but how many seek leg’al 
assistance to exercise their 
duties? Every legal right of a 
citizen has a 'corresponding 
duty. 
Protection from those who 
would live outside society by 
breaking the laws is expected, 
yet we owe the duty to abide 
by all laws, seeking legal 
redress to change those we 
believe wrong. We enjoy the 
right to equal justice under the 
law, to be free from arbitrary 
search or arrest, and to have 
a prompt trial with legal 
counsel if accused of a crime. 
WTe owe the duty to become 
involved, supporting law en- 
for ce me n t a ge n-cies including 
the court system. 
Each of us enjoys life in a 
free country, made possible by 
those who fought to gain and 
defend our freedom. However, 
we owe the obligation to serve 
in time of emergency, without 
selectivity as to the causes we 
will defend and those unworthy. 
We have the right to own and 
enjoy property, but must honor 
the rights of all others regar­ 


dless of sex, race or religion., 
The right to free speech and 
a free press demands the duty 
to defend against censorship or 
encroachment, and the personal 
obligation to separate factual 
reporting from editorial com­ 
ment. We have the right to 
freedom of worship, and the 
duty to speak out when our 
government attempts to make 
atheism the national policy. Fail 
to live up to any duty or 
responsibility, and all rights are 
endangered. 
THE BLEEDING hearts are 
emerging from the woodwork to 
appear before a subcommittee 
of the House judiciary com­ 
mittee. They seek complete, 
unconditional blanket amnesty 
for those who lacked faith in 
our country and chose to run 
rather than serve. Believing our 
country to be in the wrong, they 
preferred to run rather than 
face 
the 
music 
of 
legal 
resistance. 
They have made their choice 
with, their feet, now let them 
live with the consequences. How 
do you tell the 40.000 American 
dead in Vietnam that they made 
the wrong choice? Explain a 
vote for amnesty to the many 
who suffered years in a Viet 
Cong 
prison, 
telling 
them 
disobedience to the law would 
have been more rewarding. 
There, is no legal precedent 
for total, unconditional amnesty. 
History shows those in the past 
who refused to serve in a time 
of need, were held responsible.

Better Lawn Turf 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
Newer bluegrasses—such as 
Sodco, 
Fylking, 
Pennstar, 
Nugget, Baron and Sydsport— 
offer improved turf for midwest 
lawns. 
Some have better disease 
tolerance. Others may be cut 
at a. lower height., .or survive 
better in shade. 
Sodco, fox instance, is a dark 
green, low growing fohmgrass, 
released by Purdue in 1967. It 
has excellent disease resistance 
and good shade tolerance. It 
does, however, require good 
care and ample nutrition to 
produce the dense, tow cut turf 
desired. 
The 
new r y e g r a s s e s 
Manhattan and Pennfine offer 
improved disease tolerance and 
a more perennial turf. 
All grasses have the best 
chance for successful establish­ 
ment 
when 
planted 
early, 
reminds Ray Freehorg, Purdue 
U n i v e r s i t y extension turf 
specialist. This is particularly 
true when overseeding is done 
in the spring. 
Always spread seed first, then 
rake, spike, mulch or use a 
power rake. Mulch lightly with
